The girl was found dead at 12:15 
Wednesday afternoon -when tenants 
broke in the door of the apartment- 
She had been dead sometime, ac- 
cording to Deputy Sheriff Charles 
Hughart.

ment, having been left there Sat- 
urday by her aunt, Mrs. Anna 
Cowel. She was supposed to have 
resumed her studies at ePru'Mon- 
day according to friends wljo lived 
in the apartment house.

Lincoln after she had been told to 
return to Peru, Miss Friend said. 
Her aunt, Mrs. Cowel, went to 
Omaha Saturday, leaving instruc- 
tions for Miss Cameron to leave 
Sunday night. When asked why shfc 
did not go, she said, "I don't .know 
and I don't care," according to Miss 
Friend. 
Miss Friend declared that she and

Request* of Workers to Call 


Full Scale Committee 


Also Turned Down. 


PHILADELPHIA, Feb. I.—(By 


the Associated Press )—Apparently 
n a hopeless deadlock, th« anthra- 
cite miners and operators broke off 
negotiations loet night for the third 
time since their,parleys started in 
Atlantic City last July 


The operators preiented two plans 


for Settlement of the 
hard 
coal 


strike, now Sn its sixth month, and 
the miners one, all of which were 
thrown out a« unacceptable. 


As a last resort, the miners asked 


that the full scale committe of each 
side be called Into joint conference 
In the hope of breaking the dead- 
lock, but this was voted down by 
the coal companies. 


Today the situation was virtually 


the same as when the lone suspen- 
sion began September 1. 


The tension among the sir miners 


and six operators was noticeable 
when they went into joint session, 
but a ' break" was not expected so 
soon. It was kno-wn that each side 
had practically exhausted Its inge- 
nuity in evolving1 a plan to settle 
the controversy 
The joint confer- 


ence was in session more than four 
hours and the announcement of the 
break came unexpectedly 
shortl> 


after 7 p m . 
John L. Lewis, president of the 


United Mine Workers, then issued a 
statement declaring the mine work- 
ers could not and would not later 
accept compulsory arbitration and 
that the suspension is now not a 
strike but a lockout 


Maj W W. Inglis, chairman of 


the operators' negotiating commit- 
tee, in a statement said ' we are 
faced only by the Wind determina- 
tion of Mr Lewis to impose his will 
upon us, Our employes and the peo- 
ple of the country

Tuberculosis-Free 


Area Designation 


NEBRASKA CITY, Neb, Feb 3 


— C41)— Certification of Otoe county 
as a modified tuberculosis-free ar- 
ea, effective February 1, 1926, was 
announced here today by the state 
bureau of aninjial industry through 
ihc county farm bureau office. 
This is the sixth county in. th 
•state to be so designated, Otoe be- 
ing placed 
on a par with Polk 


Thurston, Gage, -Butler and Cas 
counties. 
Forwarding of the offic- 


ial certification papers was delayed 
foi a time by the 
United States 
bureau of animal industry, v\ hich is 
co-operating with the state bureau 
in eradication woik 


Records of tuberculin cattle test- 
ing carried out in the county t,hovv 
that 2,266 herds wete tested on the 
initial geaeral test which began a 
vear ago February 1 These herds 
contained a total of 29,578 cattle, of 
which 96 were found to be diseased 
with tuberculosis 
This represents 


32 of 1 per cent of the total num- 
ber tested 
These diseased cattle 
were located In 80 different herds. 
which represents 3 53 per cent of 
all herds tested 
All tuberculosis 
cattle have been removed from the 
county and slaughtered under fed- 
eral meat inspection, which was at- 
tended to immediately at the time 
the affected animals vveie located 
The owners ha\e received indemnity 
from the state and federal govern- 
ments for the tuberculous 
cattle

THE QUEST FOR A 


BATTLECRY, 


Prominent democratic leaders gathered at ihe home 


of United 
States Senator Walsh 
of Montana last 


Saturday night to unite upon a plan of action for the 
approaching congressional elections. 


It has been 
painfully 
apparent 
since the two 


smashing defeats In 1920 and in 1924 that democracy 
has been hopelessly divided In its own ranks, and im- 
measureably weakened through the lack of virile, ag- 
gressive leadership. 
As astute and 
oxperiencod 
••! 


politician as ex-Governor Cox failed to attain unity 
and cohesion in the democratic ranks in 1920. Four 
years later a candidate of matchless intellectual at- 
tainments, and of great^.personal charm failed even 
more dismally although the issues which had arisen 
in the interim gave democracy a most glorious op- 
portunity. 


The democratic party has become ir-ipotcnt because 


it has in part sacrificed the principles for which it 
stood, 


The organization 
of Jefferson 
and Jackson and 


Cleveland and Wilson no longer attracts and engages 
because the men whp have fashioned its policies have 
gotten out of s^ep with the great mass of humanity 
in this country. It has been a party of negation. 
It 


has been a harping, merciless critic to such an ex- 
tent that the real constructive things for which it has 
stood have been sacrificed in the din of criticism. The 
fury of its attacks upon business, 
upon 
industry, 


upon the most colorful phase of American life today 
has aroused distrust and suspicion in the minds of 
hundreds of thousands of voters In this country who 
represent the balance of power in national elections 
and who do not hold any deep allegiance to any 
political party 
Democracy has met with crushing 


defeat in the last two elections because its campaifrn.s 
were dyed in pessimism and it could not appeal to the 
buoyant, optimistic spirit 
of a powerful, forward- 


looking nation.

It cannot 
be said 
that the meeting .it Senator 


Walsh's home offered any definite encouragement for 
the future. 


Farm relief and the tariff were the principal top- 


ics discussed and 
suggested as a means of Icadinp 


democracy out of the wilderness. 


The first of these, the tariff, docs provide an ex- 


cellent battle cry for any party which seeks to res- 
cue government from the shoals of paternalism. For 
every effort to drag government into business, for 
every attempt to make Washington the patron saint 
and benefactor in a strikingly selfish and self-serving 
way, 
.the tariff provides an excellent opening wpclgo. 


If there Is any justification 
for 
the 
Adamson 


act 
the tariff 
provides it. 
If 
there 
is 
any 


defense 
of 
the 
Esch-Cummins 
-law, 
tin- 


tariff supplies It. 
If there is anything to he said in 


support of the proposal which is now being drafted 
in preliminary form for presentation to congress to 
Insure prosperity for the American farmer, it is the 
tariff which justifies this act of violence to the or- 
iginal American conceptions of government. 
Tho 


tariff Is the keystone of the American doctrine of 
paternalism. 
It provides a justification for the in- 


numerable efforts In recent years to make govern- 
ment 
create 
artificial 
price zones and to offset 


all of the defects of lack of foresight. Judgment, in- 
telllKcnco, thrift and enterprise in business and in- 
dustry. 


AVhon democracy proposes to make farm relief the 


battle cry of the next campaign, it reckons not with 
tho American farmer. It fails to take into account' the 
stuff of which he is made. He is not to be fooled with 
any such specious and fraudulent .appeal The Amer- 
ican farmer docs not care for "relief" which must be 
secured at the expense Of others. The maximum de- 
mand which he presents is that he be freed of some 
of the injustices which have been shouldered upon 
him through paternalistic tendencies for the benefit 
of others. He does not believe, for example, that the 
government 
should 
guarantee the carriers of this 


country a fixed return upon their Investment unless 
it accords him like treatment. He is dubious of tho 
tariff system, which, while at this tirn'c is providing 
him certain advantages in commodity prices, has op- 
erated through a period of years to place him i.it :i 
disadvantage with the manufacturer. 


The American farmer today Is more willing- than 


nny class of citizenship to "boot" paternalism and tn 
take his chances 
without the 
friendly protecting 


hand of government,

Government should only intervene to protect the 


rights of the individual. 


Therein rests the opportunity of the democratic 


party. 


For years there has been a steady centralization of 


power at Washington. One by one it has been tramp- 
ling under foot the rights of the individual. 
It has 


been denying him constantly the right to work out 
his destiny in his own way. 
In his business life it 


has been subjecting him to a hundred and one re- 
straints, calling for continuous supervision and regu- 
lation. In the more personal affairs it has been call- 
ing upon him to mould and fashion his thoughts and 
ideas of life along standardized lines. It has removed 
the Incentive for struggle for a business or industrial 
freedom or for a moral and splrituarachleverr.ent. 


There can be no more thrilling call to a virile peo- 


ple, to a strong people, than that which contemplates 
they shall succeed or fall as a result of their own 
efforts. 
Democracy should gird herself for the he- 


roic and the titanic struggle against paternalism. If 
Jhe would serve this country she could enlist her le- 
gions In no more noble cause. 


WHAT RADIO IS DOING FOR 
MAN. 


Numerous complaints arc heard these days about 


the operations of amateur radio broadcasters which 
create static Interference preventing people in their 
homes from, getting the benefit of concerts and other 
program features sent out from the regular stations 
throughout the country. 
The feeling of resentment 


over this annoyance is entirely justified, and federal 
authorities should see that it Is stopped. 


After all, however", this Is a minor matter involv- 


ing merely a form of amusement which \vo wish to 
enjoy In our homes and elsewhere. It could be dis- 
pensed with at no vital sacrifice, since music and 
other forms of ear entertainment arc available local- 
ly In most cases. 


If thla were radio's sole contribution, or oven Its 


principal one, 
to human needs. 
It could hardly be 


classed as a major element In tho civilization of the 
20th century, wonderful as it Is, But Its value In 
other ways has made it indispensable. 


The fretting that we folks out here on the prairies 


IndulRe In because we can't always catch the strains 
rendered by some 
orchestra, 
or a noted singer, a 


thousand miles away, seems trivial when one reads 
newspaper reports of the rescue of crews from ship- 
wrecked vessels 
on the storm-swept Atlantic, who 


would have perished In the watery void except for 
help they were able to s>ummon by means of wire- 
less communication. 


Thrilling deeds of heroism have been performed In 


saving these mariners, but without the radio there 
would have been no chance for the rescuers to reach 
and succor them. The marvelous development of this 
agency has enabled ships in distress, wherever lo- 
ated, lo make their plight known, so that aid may bo 
given by other craft in the same or neighboring wa- 
ters. 


Thirty years ago, a vessel becoming seriously dis- 


abled In rnld-oceaii during a storm was doomed un- 
less some lucky chance brought another ship to the 
vicinity. Today, a foundering vessel flashes Its call 
for help across the bosom cf the deep, and others 
speed to It. That has happened at least three times 
during the past week. No lives were lost by failure 
to arrive in time, though in one case the huge -waves 
made It impossible to rescue more than half a dozen 
uf the crew. 


Possibly the time will come when dirigible air- 


ships patrol the ocean ways and, when the angry 
waters -seek to pull some 
ill-fated vessel down, will 


hover overhead, let down ropes, and haul Its occu- 
pants up to safety. Thus, two great developments of 
modern science 
will 
work together as life-saving; 


factors. 


Arctic explorers nowadays take broadcasting ap- 


paratus with them and keep in communication with 
the world at home. Their approximate whereabouts 
would be known if it should become necessary to 
.send a relief expedition. 


CONTRIBUTIONS TO LAW. 


A plain business man, unlettered In the law and 


unknown to a great many lawyers, has received pub- 
lic recognition from the supreme justice of the United 
States for Ills service to the courts. 
Charles F. 


uKgles, of Manistee, Mich., is his name. Chief Jus- 


tice AVllllam Howard Taft of. the United JStates su- 
:>reme court has written Mr. -Rugglcs a letter con- 
gratulating him upon having made it possible to ap- 
ply business principles to courts. 


Ruggles was the founder and financial angel of the 


American Judicature society, which, since 1912, has 
been endeavoring to speed up justice. 


The principal feature of the Buggies program has 


been to apply executive direction to court work. 
In 


iillier words, instead of parcelling out the dockets to 
the different judges, there may be changes and shifts 
in order to meet any emergency which develops. The 
most pressing cases are given the first attention and 
those which are not so urgent are taken up later. 
This Is the rule which applies in business. 
Less 


important matters are put aside for those which have 
a more direct 
bearing and are of greater conse- 


quence. 


Particularly in criminal 
procedure is the reform 


needed. 
The criminal courts are far behind in then- 


dockets because most of their time is given over to 
cases involving minor infractions. 
Cases in which 


public interest is centered are many times compelled 
to wait until other matters are gotten out of the way. 
The inevitable delays naturally disgust the public 
and weaken confidence and respect for law. 


It is doubtful, however, if Mr. Rugglcs and the soc- 


iety which he founded, have attacked the greatest 
weakness of the American judicial system. The law's 
Iclay is primarily 
chargeable 
to the multitudinous 


technicalities which have 
hedged in and cluttered 


justice. The lopra.1 mill grinds slowly because of thu 
innumerable avenues of escape opened to the ac- 
cused. If he has the money and employs skilled and 
resourceful lawyers, the rich man can take advantage 
of these technicalities to avert'and defraud justice 
for months and even years. The safeguards which 
we have erected in our judicial system to preserve the 
rights of the individual have given the rich man a 
greater opportunity to escape justice in the courts 
than the poor man has. 
Until legal 
procedure is 


simplified, there will be inevitable delay in bringing 
tho rich to justice. 
AVhon that is done there will be 


greater equality in the courts than exists today. 


LINCOLN'S SCHOOL BUILDING PROGRAM. 


There Is splendid assurance contained in the news 


of the award of contracts for the building of two new 
schools 
In this city. 
The $3,000,000 program, 
ap- 


proved and ordered by the taxpayers of this com- 
munity, is going steadily forward. 


Nearly JSOO.OOO will be spent In the construction of 


the two new schools which will serve growing sec- 
tions of Lincoln. The Park school calls for an outlay 
of J2D3.700 while the Irving Junior high school, -which 
\\-\\\ provide 
for a large 
section of south Lincoln, 


will cost $478,000. 


It has been fairly evident in recent years that no 


phase of a 
municipality's 
activities calls for more 


discriminating business Judgment than the handling- 
of Its educational problems Lincoln has been partic- 
ularly fortunate In this respect in recent years. The 
hoard which serves this city is an unpaid organiza- 
tion. The only compensation which Its members re- 
ceive is the knowledge they are performing a very 
difficult and valued public service. 


The Lincoln educational program deserves the most 


hearty commendation because it was formulated af- 
ter a most careful 
survey and study of the future 


needs of the community. 
The buildings which are 


being contracted for are plain, unostentatious, prac- 
tical schools, which embody the finest ideas of edu- 
cational usefulness. They will provide for needs for 
some years to come In thos'e sections where they are 
being built. 
AVhen the Lincoln 
program is com- 


pleted, it will give the Nebraska capitol a public 
school plant unrivalled by any city of its size in 
the United States.

FINICKY EATERS AND VITAMINS. 


At a dinner club to which I belong, 0110 of the gentlemen who sat 


next to me at a recent meeting genially remarked that I had a good 
little graft in writing on diet as the control of weight. 


"What do you mean 'graft?'" 1 mildly expostulated. 
"Why, you know. Doctor, there's nothing l:i this question of dieting 


to control weight. It's just natural for some to be thin and others fat. 
Take rne, for Instance; I'm underweight and I eat everything I want 
and I never vary a pound from year to year." 
Just then the waiter brought on the main course which consisted 


of breaded veal chop, brown potatoes, and asparagus. 


"Can you bring me another helping of asparagus?" he asked the 


waiter. "I don't eat veal nor potatoes.", 


The dessert was served—ice cream and small cakes. ''Will you have 


my cream?" he asked me. "I don't care for Ice cream or any mussy des- 
serts. I almost always take fruit lot dessert." 


Naturally—as he had Invited It—I couldn't nflss the opportunity of 


telling him lie had disclosed the reason for his underweight. He may 
have eaten all he wanted, but he evidently didn't want much, and he 
was a finicky eater. 


Are you like my dinner companion? Tes, I thought so You've pot 


to get over being- finicky. Perhaps that alone will account for your un- 
derweight. 


I told you yesterday that I wanted you -to increase your calories 500 


to 1000 more than your maintenance diet. (Your maintenance diet is 
one which keeps your weight stationary.) And if you do that, you will 
gain from one-eighth to one-quarter of a pound of fat daily, for 4000 
calories amount to one pound of fat. if you have not been having a liberal 
dally supply of raw fruits and vegetables, will you please include in these 
extra" calories liberal amounts of these foods. 


You know what the-vitamins are—-those live elements in food which 


are so necessary for vitality. It is the lack of vitamins in many cases 
that is the cause of poor and finicky appetites, and the vitamin known 
as the anti-neuritic of water soluble "vitamin B. seems to be more neces- 
sary for the good health of the intestinal tract; therefore for disgestion 
and good appetite, than the other vitamins. (Water soluble means that it 
is dissolved in the water In the foods. When you cook vegetables in 
water and throw out the water, you throw a large share of the vitamins 
out. as well as a large share of the mineral elements. Don't do it. Antl- 
neuritic means'that a lack of the vitamins will bring on a severe dis- 
turbance. But the first effect is seen in the intestinal tract.) 


Some of. tho foods that are highest—(Sherman and Smith)—in this 


vitamin, R. are: tomatoes, (raw, canned, dried), spinach, raw cabbage. 
yeast and yeast extracts. Next highest are: whole wheat bread, whole 
grain rice, citrous fruits, raw carrots, dandelion greens, lettuce, onions, 
parsnips, potatoes, peanuts, Brazil nuts, cocoanut, walnuts, milk cooked 
cabbage. There are a Jot of these foods that you can certainly have the 
-year around. (Those that arc benefited by taking- yeast undoubtedly 
had not been having enough vitamin B.) 


Now If you have a raw salnd ;t day (with tomatoes or cabbage or 


raw spinach often) you'll get your supply of this appetite vitamin. And 
when your appetite is Improved you'll find that you will be eating more 
of the" foods that are hig-h ,ln energy value—calories. The watery fruits 
and vegetables are comparatively low in calories and you must remember 
that even though you are having sufficient vitamin and mineral elements 
—these elements that do not register in calories—If you don't have 
enough calories for your energy needs, you are going to be just as badly 
off as though you didn't have your vitamins and mineral elements. It's 
been rny experience that you are more apt to have a diet deficient in 
energy value than in vitamins.

AVo have a new enemy to fight,

forty or , fifty 
years has 
spread 


waste and ruin in our Xew AVorld 
fields forests, orchards and gardens. 
According to Dr. Frank E. Lutz. of 
the American Museum of Natural 
History. It is apt to become one o£ 
the worst Insect scourges that has 
ever attacked the United States, 


It Is the "Japanese beetle."- be- 


lieved to have been imported in 
balls of earth arouvtl the roots of 
Japanese plants 
brought 
to 
the 


United States. 


Its color Is greenish. In shape and 


size It resembles a potato-bus-, or 
"Colorado beetle," but its body is 
more elongated. 


It attacks almost any kind of 


vegetation, and its appetite Is in- 
satiable, while its numbers quick- 
Iv become myriad. In the Ameri- 
can Museum they have already set 
up a realistic exhibit, showing the 
insects at their deadly work in a 
peach orchard. 
The grubs live underground, so 


that they arc beyond the reach of 
sprays. They devour the roots of 
Krass and other vegetation. The 
beetle 
developed 
from 
the grubs 


come out inlo the open and feed 
upon practically any green thing 
they find. Their 
ravages 
almost 


equal those wrought by the grubs. 
They are so indiscriminate in their 
choice of food that it is said poisons 
arc practically ineffective in com- 
hntting them. 
The first known appearance in 


the United States of this enemy 
was near Canidfi, N. J., in 191G. 
Immediate notification to and action 
by the Federal Bureau of Entomol- 
ogy did not serve to extirpate the 
pest, and Dr. Lutz reports that it 
Is now "firmly established through- 
out a large area in southern New 
Jersey and eastern Pennsylvania." 


The Bureau of Entomology has 


established a general headquarters 
in the field for this war, to wit, 
a "Japanese Beetle Laboratory.' at 
Riverton, N. J., and the contest is 
being carried on by means of "in- 
sect allies." These are natural ene- 
mies, or parasites, of the destruc- 
tive beetles brought from Japan. 


This seems to be the only effec- 


tive method of combattinpr the pests, 
since human weapons such "as poi- 
son sprays do not 
reach 
them. 


Without such .aid we should be In 
as had a situation as Caesar in the 
midst of rebellious Gsuil without his 
Aeduan friends 
and' his German 


horsemen. From some viewpoints it 
may seem humiliating to know that 
man with all his genius would be 
unable to defend himself against 
the insects If their tribes were uni- 
versally united in an unbreakable 
league. It is indispensable for him 
to protect 
the 
vegetation 
upon 


which his life depends. He cannot 


live upon air and soil, like the trees 
and the grass. His chemistry does 
not yet enable him to turn mineral 
matter into protoplasm. The Insects 
themselves have not that secret or 
that power, but they must-hve like 
man himself on the products of the 
vegetable world. 


No forms of animated life on this 


planet threaten us by their compe- 
tition for thc_mastcry of the vege- 
table realm except the insects. But 
with them It Is no mere threat; It 
is a positive .and intense war for 
existence. Any suburbanite who 
has tried to keep a garden or to 
raise fruit trees knows that as well

NEW YORK, Feb. 3.—While Su- 


zanne Lenglen, the French girl, is> 
universally 
conceded 
to 
bo the 
world's greatest woman tennis play- 
er, only close followers o£ tourna- 
ment play realize how great her 
superiority actually is. To say that 
she lias sustained only one reverse 
(an unfinished, forfeited match with 
Molla Mallory.) since 
1919, when 


she first won the British title at 
Wimbledon, and that 
only twice 


since 1919 has she lost a set, is to 
cite a remarkable record, but Len- 
glen has been even greater thai 
that. 


In three years of competition at 
Wimbledon, from 1923 to. 1925, she 
has lost only twenty-two 
games 


and sixteen of these are creditec 
to Elizabeth Ryan, the American 
woman who played several years in 
England. Of the twenty-nine sets 
she played, she won nineteen 
at 


love. Outside of Miss Ryan, no op- 
ponent _has been able to take more 
than two games in any set from the 
French girl. 


Won Wimbledon Title. 


When Mile. Lenglen won the 


Wimbledon title In 1919, she was 
forced into a three-set match by 
Mrs. Lambert Chambers, then the 
greatest English 
-woman 
player. 


During- the next four years she won 
the title annually without being ex- 
tended and in straight sets. 
Miss Ryan met her in the fourth 
round.at Wimbledon in 1924. In the 
first three matches 
Suzanne had 
sailed through all opposition, win- 
ning- thirty-six consecutive matches 
for three love sets. Miss Ryan was 
in excellent form, and, after drop- 
ping- the first set at 6-2, she began 
to outplay the great Lenglen to the 
amazement of the 
gallery, to win 


the set at S-6. Suzanne steadied a 
bit and by some wonderful shot- 
making won Vie third set, 6-4. 


Victim of Jaundice. 


After the match 
Suzanne com- 


plained ot feeling- ill. That was the 
year I was In 
Wimbledon 
with 


BUI" Johnston and Francis Hunt- 
er, and I was in the group that 
went with the French player to a 
doctor's office. He found she was 
suffering from jaundice, and 
she 


withdrew from the tournament. 


This is interesting in view of the 
fact that Helen Wills, the American 
national champion, was playing in 
the tournament, and the world was 
looking- forward to the possibility 
of her meeting Suzanne in the final. 
As it turned out. Miss Wills did not 
reach the final round, being elimin- 
ated by Miss Kathleen McKane, the 
English 
star, 
in 
rather hollow 


fashion. 


Comment Unjustified. 


There was some unjustified com- 
ment on Mile. Lenglen's -withdrawal, 
and it was increased later on in 
Paris when Mile. Lenglen failed to 
enter the Olympic tennis play 
in 


which Miss Wills was entered, and 
which she won. 
These are the only two oppor- 


tunities that developed for a Wills- 
Lenglcn match, such as is in pros- 
pect now in France. I know in the 
first instance the French girl was 
too ill to risk continuing, and in 
the case of the failure of Suzanne 
to enter the Olympic matches, -there 
is no just reason to doubt she was 
prevented, as she said, by illness. 


Criticism Unfair to Suzanne. 


Unfair and ungallant critics are 


skeptical of Suzanne's frequent ill- 
nesses. What they do not remem- 
ber is that she plays 
constantly 


in France, and in the English tourn- 
aments, participating- in the doubles 
and mixed doubles matches that arc 
more popular in Europe than here. 
She is highly temperamental and 


is keyed up continually, never let- 
ting down for a. moment, even in 
an unimportant match against a 
mediocre opponent. When 
anyone 


wins a game from 
Suzanne 
she 
earns it. The French girl always i.s 
out to win. Such a program and 
such a temperament will brrng an 
occasional breakdown or a period of 
indisposition, when Suzanne 
does 


not care to play tennis. On such 
occasions she does not play, and no 
amount of urging- or public demand 
can force her on tlie courts against 
her judgment. 
Plays Only When Fit. 


Many players might act different- 


ly. Miss Wills, for instance, if en- 
tered in a tournament, 
probably 


would g-o through with 
It, 
even 


though she did not feel she could 
do herself full justice. 
Suzanne has frequently said that 


she would not play tennis unless 
she felt physically fit to play her 
game. A. lot of people may not like 
that attitude, but that does not 
prove that it' is unjustified. 


Nobody would expect an artist to 


paint if he didn't feel in the mood. 
Suzanne Is an artist on the ten- 
nis court and perhaps it is not too 
much to allow her the privilege of 
an artistic temperament.
